THE IRRIGATION CONTEST 


The friends of irrigation have wiselv 
concluded to abandon a measure before the 
Legislature declaring that the common 
law of England, “ as far as it is consistent 
with and adapted to the nature and phy­ 
sical condition of this State, and the neces­ 
sities of the people thereof, and not repug- 
nantftoor inconsistent with the ( 'onstitution 
of the United States, or the Constitution or 
laws, or established customs of the people 
tjf this State, is the rule of decision in all 
the Courts of this State.” 
1; has liecn 
feared that such a measure would estop 
proceedings against hydraulic mining when 
its effects are destructive* id agricultural 
interests, the navigability of tlie Sacra­ 
mento river, etc. 
We have not had anv 
fear ujion that score, because we have be­ 
lieved such a law would be inoperative. 
The I .egislature does not po-sess the power 
to give a license to injure navigable waters, 
nor could it, if ever so much disposed to 
do so, authorize the commission of a public 
nuisance, or justify irreparable injure to 
riparian proprietors. The section quoted 
was vague and uncertain at best, and could 
only serve to involve the people in litiga­ 
tion and further contention. 
But there 
should lie no legislation that hv remotest 
stretch of construction can he taken to au­ 
thorize resumption of the practice of fill­ 
ing up the streams bv artificial processes, 
or the sending down upon lands and towns 
the debris of hydraulic mining operation-. 
The abandonment of the hill ¡*, therefore, 
a wise act. and will serve to clear the 
problem of irrigation very much. The new 
hill pnqxtsed, which de -lare- against the 
common law right oí riparian owners, 
qualifies the declaration so as to make it 
refer to " the appropriation of water for 
purjioses 
of 
irrigate n." 
It declares’ 
that “ the use of water for said pun ioscs of 
irrigation is a public u-e.” 
This narrows 
the issue between appropriators- and ri­ 
parian owners, and makes it clearer and 
less mistakahle. 
The ;• over of the legis­ 
lature to pas- mi,-!, ;l bill p -carecív t., In­ 
quest ioned : whether it will -t itle the irri­ 
gation problem is another matter. 
S- far 
at least, as it provides for the seizure uiwin 
riparian rights only after condemnation 
and cornjiensation, it proceeds in a right di­ 
rection, for without such provision the de­ 
claratory section would not he at all de­ 
fensible. 
So far a- any possible assault bv 
irrigators upon navigable streams i- <*,-n- 
oerned. that is a Federal question, and no 
State law can In* operative without t-k 
consent of Congress. 
Those interested in 
the protection of our navigable waters, 
however, would feel more at ease if the 
Legislature would affirmatively declare in 
favor of the integrity of the navigable 
streams being preserved, for that would 
render unnecessary any appeal for Federal 
interference, in case an attempt should Ik* 
made to lessen the volume of a navigable 
river to its damage. The people are agreed 
upon the need for an irrigation system, and 
are all of one mind concerning the use, for 
irrigation, of all waters that can be di­ 
verted to that pnrposc consistently with 
the best interests of the State, and all its 
citizens. 
When we come to method-, it is 
di sc-overed to lie the most difficult problem 
for solution that has yet presented. 
But 
we have faith that 
it will be solved. 
The future of the valleys needing irriga­ 
tion, under a 
wise system of use of 
the waters, will be one of greatest possibili­ 
ties, wealth and prosperity. 
Where we 
now have hundreds of homes, we shall 
have thousands; where we now have one 
consumer, we shall have fifty or a Imn-

W ATER 
SUPPLY. 


A proposition is made by a water com- 
panv having its pipes within thirty-one 
miles of this eitv to furnish .Sacramento by 
July 1st with pure soft water from the Blue 
Lakes, in Alpine county. Sixteen miles of 
tlie steel pipes nearest the city are to be 
laid deep under ground, to insure great 
coolness of the supply. As we understand 
it, the cost to the citizens would be about 
10 ]ier cent, less than at present, but it 
would deprive us of net revenue of about 
$33,000 a year, the larger part of which is 
applicable to the discharge of the city 
debt. 
The subject is one which should receive 
perfectly cool and deliberative considera­ 
tion. 
We should lay aside our prejudices 
in favor of our present water supply, and 
consider the new plan upon its merits. AY e 
are not prepared to advocate nor to oppose 
it. There are many details to he debated 
before 
any positive 
judgment can he 
formed. 
The benefits of a supply of clear, cool 
water from the snowy lakes of the higher 
altitudes of the Sierras, are not to he dis­ 
posed of with a word. The effect upon the 
reputation of the city that would result 
from 
the introduction of clear water 
are undeniable. 
However well pleased 
we may 
’ 
supply, 
we 
muddy water 
badly. 
The good qualities of tlie water 
we now use arc* not due to tlie sediment it 
carries, nor to the fact that it flows from the 
river, but to it- softness and the purity of 
its original source. The Blue Lake water 
i- precisely of the same quality, minus the 
sediment and river drainage. 
It is not 
subject to 
the drainage of 
the Folsom 
Prison, or the towns along the hanks of the 
rivers. 
It i- t:> come, if at all, in close 
pipes from sources into which there is no 
artificial drainage, and that are not navi­ 
gable. 
It will not wear out our pipe sys­ 
tem as the sediment-bearing water now 
does. 
It will give us sufficient pressure 
to enable it to be used reliably as motive 
power Very largely. 
It will leave as with 
a safe system in ease of accident to either. 
The great conflagration in Chicago was 
vastly more distinctive than it would have 
been, had not the machinery of the water 
works failed, by reason of an accident, at 
the very time when most needed. Clear 
water will not deposit sediment in our 
sewers, or elioke our drains. 
It will save 
it - cost of fuel and a number of employes. 
A- against these things it is to be said 
that the city now owns its own water 
works; they furnish the city a handsome 
revenue; they have proven fairly success­ 
ful : the water is soft, plentiful, and when 
the first aversion to its muddy character is 
overcome, it is satisfactory to all users. 
The pressure at our command is equal to 
the capacity of the pipes t*> bear strain. It 
gives us a fair fire pressure in all parts of 
the city, about the same as the Blue Lakes 
Company proposes to furnish. 
It gives us 
an unlimited supply for flushing sewers. 
These are some of the factors to be con­ 
sidered on both sides. The action of this 
city should lie the result of a careful 
weighing of them all, and ascertainment 
of the preponderance of advantage for 
either plan. 
We confess the weightiest 
consideration in favor of the Blue Lakes 
plan appears to us to be the purity and 
clearness of tlie supply, concerning which 
there seems to be no doubt, and tlie sani­ 
tary advantages of which are not to be for 
a moment questioned. 
But no hasty judg­ 
ment should be formed. The beneficial 
and economic advantages of both plans 
should be thoroughly debated, and with 
perfect calmness. 
But we would suggest 
that in the matter of economic considera­ 
tion there should he given great weight to 
the U neficial effect of clear, as contrasted 
with sediment-bearing water, upon the 
future of the city, and its inviting char­ 
acter to new-comers on the one hand, and 
on the other to the fact that we now* de­ 
rive a most desiral ue revenue from our 
present system.

This was enough to show me that what I 
was going to do was right, because, you 
know, it would not have been fair form e 
to condemn the man merely on what I had 
read. 1 don’t believe he sends over anv 
money, though; not a bit. But he does 
harm in another way.

made him twice as lunch as he really 
is.

in wheat-growing. 
He showed from stu- 
ti.-tics that India—through increased acre­ 
age, tie* extension of railroad facilities and 
abundant labor at ten cents per day—must 
inevitably keep down the price of wheat in 
tin* British and Kuropcrn markets. The 
only remedy left toour wlieat-produeers is to 
create a home market sufficient to consume 
the surplus product. We now export, out­ 
side of cotton and tobacco. 8 per cent, of 
what we produce. The manufactured com­ 
modities consumed in this country last 
year Yvere Off per cent, manufactured' here, 
or less than 7 per cent, imported. Now. if 
we will manufacture in this country this 7 
per cent, of commodities which we now 
import, tin* people employed in manufact­ 
uring them will eonsume tlie whole of the 
* per cent, of the surplue of agricultural 
products which we now export. Our Gov­ 
ernment should pass such laws as would 
induce our own people to manufacture 
what we now buy of foreign countries.

The Ger­ 
mans were obliged to retire, but, being re­ 
inforced. again charged and drove the 
natives from tlie town, Chief Calabar Joss 
being kilted in the encounter. The natives 
beheaded 
Pontanies, carried his 
head 
through the town on a pole and retired to 
the bush. 
The Germans set fire to the 
town. Hamilton’s factory was destroyed 
by shells aud tlie agent injured. Another 
factory was damaged and the agent com­ 
pelled t*i take refuge upon a hulk in the 
river and narrowly escaped with his life.

First—In my judgment tlie school law o f Cali­ 
fornia is a w ise and good one. 
It was originally 
established by a careful consideration of models, 
w hich were deemed to have been demonstrated 
to be tite best by tlie experience ot other States, 
it has been subsequently modified from time to 
time, in a conservative manner, not upon the 
theory, but by the demands of practical work­ 
ing. 
I think’it still requires improvement and 
change, but not of a fundamental character. 
Our State Constitution requites tlie whole of 
the fund contributed by the State to be expended 
in the support of primary and ¡irainmar school-. 
This fund amounts to nearly two-thirds of the 
w hole fund 
Our laws, made under this Constitution, re 
quire the entire State fund—-ave 10 per cent, 
thereof reserved for district school libraries aud 
apparatus—to be expended for the salaries of 
itmuaru and tjramtnar t e a c h r This properly 
leaves tlie purchase of lots. cree*ion oi buildings 
and the entire support ol High schools to local 
taxation. 
There is no longer any State certificates issued 
to teachers. The whole matter o f exam ining 
teachers aud granting certificates is left by the 
< onstitution lesperiully uuderthe recent amend­ 
ment) in the hands o f County Superintendents 
and county Hoard*of Education. 
But the State 
Board of Education w ill adopt and have printed 
by the State at its printing ufiiceui uniform se­ 
ries of tcxt-books for 
the common schools 
throughout the State. 
The bulk of the funds for tlie support o f the 
common schools, com ing as it does front the 
state, is intended to secure the people in nil the 
counties from illiteracy : and the law requires 
schools to be kept ai least six mouths in the 
year. 
’ School Trustees are elected by the people of 
each district. This seems to me very desirable, 
because tin* people whose children are to attend 
the school should select those who are to m an­ 
age tlie seh ed and select the teachers. .It is a

School libraries are of great benefit, being fur­ 
nished with dictionaries, cyclopedia*, works of 
reference, globes, wall maps, apparatus and 
standard works for reading. The*c appliances 
arc used by the teachers and pupils, and also by 
tlie public of the district under regulations prc- 
s ribed by the Trastees. 
. 
Supervision, both State and county, is not 
only of the highest consequence, but is indis­ 
. pen’sible. 
Without it there would he nothing 
worthy o f th e name o f system. These officers 
see that the laws arc enforced, keep the system 
homogeneous, and, it they arc what they should 
be, constantly elevate and improve the system 
of the public instruction. There is no officer in 
the county who is o f more importance to the 
people than tlie 
County Superintendent of 
Schools. 
If he is a first-class man—and you 
must pay for such—there is almost no lim it to 
the good which he can do. 
He should be so 
paid, that he can give his whole time to the su- 
periutcndency of the schools. And lie should 
be required to give it. 
He should be perpetu­ 
ally in the schools, observing, advising with the 
teachers and Trustees, exam ining the scholars, 
etc. 
i’eopie, when thinking of settling in a county, 
im mediately inquire about the character of the 
schools: and they are not w illing to go where 
their children cannot get a good, even if plain 
and common, education. 
A good County Superintendent, a wide-awake, 
competent, zealous and active man, can infuse 
such life into tin* schools as w ill invite im m i­ 
gration and investment, and cause even n hand­ 
some compensation to seem nothing in compari­ 
son to Iris value. 
In answer to your final question, I will say 
that 1 think the effect of our organization and 
system of laws em inently beneficial to our 
schools: and I think Nevada could not do better 
than adopt the same, with such modifications as 
will tie necessary to adapt them to her people 
and locality. Judging by the frequent inquiries 
: which I havefront Eastern states, the reputation 
o f our system must stand high beyond our bor­ 
der*.

Assem blym an C. T. Jones, of this city, 
introduced a bill on tlie 23d of January en­ 
titled, " A n Act to am end the Penal Code, 
approved ‘February 14. ls?2, bv adding a 


new section to be numbered .'¡.'i7. for the 
punishm ent of certain persons wlio encour­ 
age gam ing.” 
It came u p before the J u d i­ 
ciary Committee last evening and its passage 
was ably and eloquently asked for by the 
author. 
Other members of the Legislature 
w ho wore present spoke warmly in favor 
of the bill. 
The committee approved the 
bill, am i referred it back to the House with 
a recommendation that it do pass. 
As it is 
a direct blow at the licensing of gam bling 
as authoiizcd by the Trustees of this city, 
it no doubt w ill be read with interest by 
m any. 
The following is a verbatim copy : 
Section l. An Act entitled an Act to establish 
a Penal Code, approved February 14, 187'J, is 
amended by adding thereto, immediately after 
Section '£>'■ ot said Act, a new section, to be 
numbered 
and shall read as follows : 
Section £17. Every State, county, city, city and 
County, town or township officer, or other per­ 
son, who shall ask for, receive or-collect any 
money or otiier valuable consideration, either 
for his own or the public use, for and with tlie 
understanding that he will aid. exempt or 
otherwise assist any person from arrest or con­ 
viction for a violation of Section SS) of the Penal 
Code; or who shall issue, deliver, or cause to lie 
given or delivered, to any person or persons, 
any license, permit or other privilege, giving, 
or pretending to give, any authority ur right to 
any person or persons to carry on, conduct, 
open.-or cause to be opened, any game or games 
which are forbidden or prohibited by Section 
;» i of said Code: and any of such officer or 
officers who shall vote for the passage of any 
ordinance or by-law giving, granting, or pre­ 
tending to give or grant, to any person or ¡•er- 
sons any authority or privilege to open, carry 
on, conduct, or cause to be opened, carried on 
or conducted, any game or games prohibited by 
Section :ui of the Penal Code, is guilty of a 
felony.

Shot in the Hack and I.eft on the Itail- 


road Track. 


Coroner 
Clark 
received a telephonic 
message from the railroad oflice last even­ 


ing, stating that the express train which 
left here at 7:30 for the East was flagged by 
the scction m an at Arcade, in consequence 
of the body of a m an being found lying 
across the rails at the west end of Arcade 
creek bridge. The m an, according to the 
dispatch, had evidently been shot and then 
laid on the track, in order that the body 
m ight be mangled by a passing train and 
the murder rem ain undiscovered. 
The 
Coroner, accompanied by Chief ot Police 
Jackson and Fnder Sheriff Coons, left for 
the scene of the murder by the freight train 
shortly after !i o’clock. 
A rriving there, 
they found that 


THE CIRCUMSTANCES, 
As far as know n, were as follows About 
0:30, when it was getting quite dark, an old 
m an nam ed Thomas Downard, formerly a 
strcet-ear driver in Sacramento, w ho was 
engaged in coal-burning near the station, 
heard five pistol shots—three in rapid suc­ 
cession, as though tired from a self-cocker, 
and two a few seconds later— the sound ap­ 
pearing to come from a locality about 100 
yards distant. 
Accom panying the last two 
shots he heard a m an's cries, seeming like 
moans. 
Starting toward the place where 
the sound of the shots came from, he liad 
not gone far when he saw a m an coming 
toward h im on a fast w alk—almost a run. 
The m an jum ped over the fence, and as he 
approached close Downard saw that he 
carried a 
ÜLACK COAT ON IIIS ARM. 
In answer to a question as to " W hat’s the 
matter down there ? ” the stranger replied 
that two men were shooting at each other, 
and one was badly hurt. 
He did not stop, 
but kept on in a direction that would after 
a w hile strike the road leading to Mr. llag- 
gin's ranch. 
Dow nard, m uch frightened, 
ran to the cabin of the section foreman, 
Joh n J. Silva,and found that M r.Silva and 
his wife had heard the shots and the m an’s 
cries. 
Silva attempted to get the section 
Chinam en to go w ith him to see whether 
any one had been killed or injured, but for 
some time they refused. Altera while they 
agreed to go. and the whole party, armed 
w ith two guns, went down the track, and 
at the west end of the bridge, 


LYI.Nli ON THE TRESTLEWORK, 
Found a m an lifeless. 
The Chinam an 
would not take hold of the body to remove 
it, and Silva was forced to get a red lam p 
and signal the express train when it came 
along. 
It stopped and the body was re­ 
moved to the roadside. 
W hen the train 
reached Roseville word was sent to the 
city. 
W hen the Coroner and officers ex­ 
amined the body they found three bullet 
holes in the back, close together, and there 
m ay be other wounds, as the remains were 
not carefully examined. 
It was apparent 
that the deceased was either shot where he 
fell or had ran there afterwards, as it was 
not probable, or scarcely possible, that any­ 
one would have carried him out upon the 
trestle, and, in fact, there was not tim e to 
do so, if the m an with the coat was the 
murderer. 
THE DEAD MAN 
Was about live feet six inches in bight, 
and would weigh 150 pounds. 
H e was of 
fair complexion, blue eyes, sandy m us­ 
tache and chin whiskers, hair and whiskers 
tinged with gray, and m ight be 40 years of 
age. 
He wore a dark suit, the pants nearly 
new : shoes fastened w ith buckles, pretty 
well worn and half-soled: clean red stock­ 
ings, soft hands, hut not clean, the finger­ 
nails showing that he did not take m uch 
care o f them . 
H is pockets contained a 
Mexican dollar, w ith a hole in the center, 
which had been plugged.

Accordingly the party came in on the train, 
and Jackson and t oons left for tin; Grant, 
so as to reach Mr. Mackev's headquarters 
before daylight. 
THE TWO MEN. 
W h ile the Coroner and the officers were 
en ruute for Arcade. Superintendent Mac­ 
key, having heard o f tlie murder, con­ 
cluded that the men w ho had come to the 
ranch and asked to stay over night, would 
bear watching, more especially as one of 
them had a black coat on his arm when he 
arrived, and he accordingly told his em­ 
ployes to keep them in sight, and dis­ 
patched a messenger to the city to inform 
the police concerning them, bis messenger 
arriving at the station-house about 11:30, 
having left the ranch as the train by which 
theofficerswerepassengersarrivedat Arcade. 
The messenger reported that the m en ap­ 
peared at the iaiu h in company, and were 
wet to the knees, having missed the road 
and waded across the creek. 
They came 
tii.in the direction o f the locality where the 
shooting was done. 
One of them seemed 
to b e insane. 
M r.M a e k a y .it was under­ 
stood from the message sent, w ould have 
them watched until the officers arrived, 
and, if they did leave the ranch buildings, 
being on foot, they could soon be caught. 
If they are not the guilty parties, it is prob­ 
able that the right m an w ill be found be­ 
fore lie travels far.

ed these conditions when the bonds were 
issued. 
1 am inclined to think that the 
citvvis in a fair position to settle the whole 
matter on equitable terms to all concerned. 
Suppose we pay 75 cents for the bonds, and 
f>0 rents for the coupons, the bill would 
am ount to $705,000 for bonds and $370,000 
for coupons, or a total of $1,1(15,000. 
H ow ­ 
ever. m andam us suits have been com­ 
menced against the $185,000 now in the 
treasury by opposing claimants, who each 
hold coupons to an am ount large enough to 
take it all. 
One claim ant or the other will 
expect to get all of it, and, to promote a 
settlement, it w ill probably be necessary to 
pay into Court one-half of the sum ($92,- 
50Ó¡, and allow it to go where the Courts 
may decide. This w ill increase the bill to 
vl ,257,500. The above rates are base-1 upon 
discounts upon the delays to be exoected in 
future payments on the present debt, and 
the holders can figure it to their advantage 
to accept the proposed terms, which the 
writer estimates to he very liberal.

INTELLIGENCE. 


A Blow at G am bling L icense. 
Assem blyman C. T. Jones, of this city, 
introduced a bill on the 2»il of January en­ 
titled, " An Act to am end the Penal Code, 
approved February 14. 1 **72, by adding a 
new section to be num bered .'137, for the 
punishm ent of certain persons who encour­ 
age gaming.” 
It came up before the Judi­ 
ciary ('onim ittee last evening and its passage 
was ably and eloquently asked for by the 
author. 
Other members of the Legislature 
who were present spoke warmly in favor 
of the bill. 
The comm ittee a]'proved the 
bill, and referred it back to the House with 
a recommendation that it do pass. 
As it is 
a direct blow at the licensing of gam bling 
as authorized by the Trustees of this city, 
it no doubt will lie read with interest by 
m any. 
The following is a verbatim copy : 
Section l. An Act entitled an Act to establish 
a Penal Code, approved February 14. I-7b. is 
amended by adding thereto, immediately after 
Section i:’." ol said Act. a new section, to be 
numbered 537, and shall read as follows: 
section 337. Every Suite, county, city, city and 
county, town or township oiiicer. or other per­ 
son, ivho shall ask for, receive or. collect any 
money or other valuable consideration, either 
for his own or the public use, for and with the 
understanding that he w ill aid, exempt or 
otherwise assist any person from arrest or con­ 
viction for a violation of .Section : :'4I of the Penal 
Code: or who shall issue, deliver, or canse to be 
giyen or delivered, to any person or persons, 
any license, permit or other privilege, giving, 
or pretending to give, any authority or right to 
any person or persons to carry on, conduct, 
open,*ot cause to be opened, any game or games 
which are forbidden or prohibited hv Section 
330 of said code; and any of such officer or 
officers who shall vote for the passage of any 
ordinance or hv-law giving, granting, or pre­ 
tending to give or grant, to any person or per­ 
sons any authority or privilege to open, carry 
on, conduct, or cause to he opened, carried on 
or conducted, any game or games pmhibited by 
Section 330 of the l’enal Code, is guilty of a 
felony.

T he City D ebt. 
Kps. TJrconti-l'xibx 
It is said there- are 
outstanding SI.060,000 of city bonds and 
£740,000 of coupons past due for thirteen 
years or less, and that the creditors cannot 
sue, nor collect compound interest, nor can 
they collect coupons and the principal of 
their bonds at m aturity any faster than the 
stipulated annual tax. because they accept­ 
ed these conditions when the bonds were 
issued. 
I am inclined to think that the 
citv.is in a fair position to settle the whole 
m atter on equitable terms to ail concerned. 
Suppose we pay 75 cents for the bonds, and 
50 cents for the coupons, the bill would 
am ount to $7115,is» for bonds and $370,0i» 
for coupons, or a total of $l,l(i5,UÜ0. 
How­ 
ever. mandam us suits have been com­ 
menced against the $185,000 now in the 
treasury by opposing claimants, who each 
hold coupons to a n am ount large enough to 
take it all. 
One claim ant or the other will 
expect to got all of it. and, to promote a 
settlement, it will probably be necessary to 
pay into Court one-half of the sum £02,­ 
500;. and allow it to go where the Courts 
may decide. This will increase the bill to 
£1.257.r>00. The above rales are based upon 
discounts upon the delays to be expected in 
fttiure payments on the present debt, and 
the holders can figure it to their advantage 
to accept the proposed terms, which the 
writer estimates to be very liberal. To raise 
the sum required the city has now in hand 
$185,000; taxes for the debt fund due this 
year, say $132,500; total, $->17,500: defi­ 
ciency, $010,000. Q uestion: Can the city 
sell new bonds at par to raise $040.000?

MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


Shot in th e B ack anil L ett on «he R ail- 
roail T rack . 
Coroner Clark received a telephonic 
message from the railroad oflice last even­ 
ing, stating that the express train w hiili 
left here at 7:30 for the East was flagged by 
the section man at Arcade, in consequence 
of the body of a m an being found lying 
across tlie rails at the west end of Arcade 
creek bridge. T he m an, according to tlie 
dispatch, had evidently been shot and then 
laid on the track, in order that the body 
might be mangled by a passing train and 
tlie m urder rem ain undiscovered. 
The 
Coroner, accompanied by Cliiet ol Police 
Jackson and U nder Sheriff Coons, lelt for 
the scene of the m urder by the freight train 
shortly after ft o’clock. 
A rriving there, 
they found that 
THE CIRCUMSTANCES, 
As far as known, were as follows About 
0:30, when it was getting quite dark, an old 
man nam ed Thom as Downard, formerly a 
street-car driver in Sacramento, w ho was 
engaged in coal-burning near tlie station, 
heard five pistol shots—three in rapid suc­ 
cession, as though fired from a self-cocker, 
and two a few seconds later—the sound ap­ 
pearing to come from a locality about 1Í» 
yards distant. Accompanying the last two 
shots lie heard a m an's crie-, seeming like 
moans. Starting toward the place where 
the sound of the shots came from, he had 
not gone far when he saw a m an coming 
toward him on a fast walk—alm ost a run. 
The m an jum ped over the fence, and as lie 
approached close Downard saw that he 
carried a 
BLACK COAT ON H IS ARM. 
In answ er to a question as to " W hat’s the 
m atter down there? ” the stranger replied 
that two m en were shooting at each other, 
and one was badly hurt. 
H e did not stop, 
but kept on in a direction that would after 
a w hile strike the road leading to Mr. llag- 
gin’s ranch. 
Downard, m uch frightened, 
ran to the cabin of the section foreman. 
John J. Silva,and found th at M r.Silva and 
his wife had heard the shots and the m an s 
cries. Silva attem pted to get the section 
Chinam en to go with him to see whether 
any one had been killed or injured, hut for 
some tim e they refused. After a wliile they 
agreed to go. and the whole party, arm ed 
with two guns, went down tlie track, and 
at the west end of the bridge, 
LYING ON THE TRESTLEWORK, 
Found a m an lifeless. 
The Chinam an 
would not take hold of the body to remove 
it, and Silva was forced to get a red lump 
and signal the express train when it came 
along. 
It stopped and the body was re­ 
moved to the roadside. 
W hen the train 
reached Roseville word was sent to the 
city. W hen the Coroner and officers ex­ 
amined the body they found three bullet 
holes in the hack, close together, and there 
may be other wounds, as the rem ains were 
not carefully examined. 
It was apparent 
that the deceased was either shot where he 
fell or had ran there afterwards, as it was 
not probable, or scarcely possible, that any­ 
one won Id have carried him out upon the 
trestle, and, in fact, there was not tim e to 
do so, if the man with the coat was the 
m urderer. 
THE DEAD MAN 
W as about live feet six inches in bight, 
and would weigh 150 pounds. H e was of 
fair complexion, blue eves, sandy mus­ 
tache and chin whiskers, hair and whiskers 
tinged with gray, and m ight he 40 years of 
age. H e wore a dark suit, the pants nearly 
new ; shoes fastened with buckles, pretty 
well worn and half-soled ; clean red stock­ 
ings, soft hands:, hu t not clean, the finger­ 
nails showing that lie did not take much 
care of them . 
H is pockets contained a 
Mexican dollar, with a hole in the center, 
which had been plugged. The general ap­ 
pearance was that of a genteel tram p. The 
officers heard that some one had reported 
the appearance of 
TWO MEN VT THE HAGGIN RANCH 
A lter the shooting, and that they would he 
looked after. 
it was concluded best to 
bring the body to the city by th e freight 
train that would reach Sacram ento at 12:20 
a. m., and then the officers could procure a 
vehicle and return for a thorough search. 
Accordingly the party came in on the train, 
and Jackson and Goons left for the Gram, 
so as to reach Mr. Mackey s headquarters 
before daylight. 
THE TWO MEN. 
W hile the Goroner and the officers were 
cn route for Arcade. -Superintendent Mac­ 
key, having heard of the m urder, con­ 
cluded that the men who had come to the 
ranch and asked to stay over night, would 
bear watching, more especially as one of 
them had a black coat on his arm w hen he 
arrived, and he accordingly told his em ­ 
ployes to keep them in sight, and dis­ 
patched a messenger to the city to inform 
the police concerning them , his messenger 
arriving at the station-house about 11:30, 
having left the ranch as the train by which 
t he officers were passengers arrived at Arcade. 
The messenger reported that the men ap­ 
peared at the lunch in company, and were 
wet to the knees, having missed the road 
and waded across the creek. 
They came 
from the direction of the locality where the 
shooting was done. One of them seemed 
to be insane. 
Mr. Mackay. it was under­ 
stood from the message sent, would have 
them watched until the officers arrived, 
and, if they did leave the ranch buildings, 
being oil foot, they could soon he caught. 
If they are not the guilty parties, it is prob­ 
able that the right m an will he found be­ 
fore he travels far.

A n o th e r “ Lost M in e ” M ystery U n raveled . 
T itsox. February 4th.—The recent re­ 
ported discovery of the old Batamole gold 
placers, famed in legend and story, is con­ 
firmed by Mr. W ard, a cattle man. whose 
range Is in the .Sierritas. 
W hile crossing 
the country between the Sierritas and the 
Sierra Colorado, in company with several 
o f his m en, in search of lost cattle, they 
n o tii, i w hat appeared to be a fortification 
near the crest of a sloping hill above them. 
Biding up. they exam ined it. and found 
abundant evidences of a death struggle in 
days gone by. 
In one small fortification, 
R t more than eight feet squi r ■, lay three 
hum an skulls, and hum an bones were 
widely scattered. 
Above 
was 
a blufi 
about tw enty feet high, and it is con­ 
jectured that the Apaches, gaining this, 
had the defenders at their mercy. 
An old 
rust-eaten knife-hladc was found in the in- 
ciosurc with the skulls, but no other 
weapon of defense was found. 
The old 
placer workings were found a mile below 
where the men were killed, 
filie hanks of 
the gulch had been washed for two miles 
up and down either side. Since discovery 
an attem pt has been made to work the 
placers, but they did not yield fair wages, 
and again had been abandoned. The old 
Batamole mines have long been the theme 
of ” ye ancients." who for a thousand and 
one times told of their great wealth and the 
dark deeds of the pitiless Apaches, who 
slew to a man the brave fellows who ven­ 
tured, life in hand, to delve for the hidden 
treasures. 
But now that they have been 
rediscovered and 
pronounced valueless, 
having evidently been worked out. another 
dream of the gold hunter disappears, and 
another losi-niine mystery has been given 
to the light.

return it to its ordinary course, undim in­ 
ished in quantity and unpolluted in qual­ 
ity. before it leaves his estate,

and general domestic purposes, or he may 
use the whole force of it in any reasonable 
m anner he chooses so long as such use 
does not interfere with the rights of his 
neighbors, 
lint lie cannot use It to the 
prejudice of any adjoining proprietor, u n ­ 
less he has a prior right to divert it, which 
m ust have grown up through prescription 
(which supposes a grant), thereby invest-» 
ing him w ith a right to the exclusive en­ 
joym ent of it. The only use of the water 
of which a neighboring or lower riparian 
proprietor may not lind cause to complain 
of is the w atering of stock and its reason­ 
able consum ption for household purposes.

terests that have grown up under it, and it i <ary. within -.ach time, shall he subject to pe 
Avould seem there is good cause for the 
alarm felt throughout the southern half of 
the State, where It ri of vital im portance 
that a dilferent doctrine should prevail. 
The irrigators claim that the common 
law is flexible: that the Courts in applying 
it should consider the climate, topography 
and physical conditions of the country, and 
the wants and necessities of the people, as 
the English Courts do in all the depend­ 
encies of the em pire where the conditions 
and circumstances differ from those of the 
m other country. Should they take this 
view of their duty the prime use of all tlie 
streams in the State not navigable, after 
domestic purposes were supplied, would be 
irrigation. T heir diversion into a network 
of channels over the vast arid areas of the 
State would be permissible, m aking the 
State populous, rich, prosperous and beau­ 
tiful, as ri exemplified in m any lim ited 
sections already. They say that tlie water 
nf all the stream s of the Staff should be 
free as air to every one, so long 
as 
he applies it to beneficial and 
useful 
purposes,subject only to such governm ental 
and other regulations between divcrters 
as will carry out this idea—one which, 
through untold ages ¡ms been formulated 
into law in those countries of the old world 
where the natural conditions are sim ilar 
to those of California. This, they contend, 
would work no injustice to riparian pro­ 
prietors. They would have the same rights 
to the use of tlie water applied to beneficial 
uses that other members of the comm unity 
had. w ith the advantage of situation, in 
most cases, in their favor. 
lint the irrigators, in their hills before 
the Legislature, appear to have accepted, 
as a fact, that the English common law. as 
stated above, is the law of the State, and 
one of those bills providing for the forma­ 
tion and government of water and irriga­ 
tion districts has a section giving to the 
Trustees the power to condemn, under the 
forms of existing laws, and pay for all prop­ 
erty that m ay he in the way of the use of 
w ater for irrigation. 
This points clearly to 
the paym ent to riparian proprietors of the 
ju t value of the right t" have the water of 
the streams flow past their premises undi- 
m inisheil iu quantity and unim paired in 
quality, w hich ought to remove every ob­ 
jection to the legislation asked for, in so far 
at least as this bill ri concerned, 
this is 
the only section which concerns any one 
but the irrigators themselves—one which 
proposes to do justice to and rem unerate 
those they m ay possibly injure. 
Continuing, the irrigators sa\ : 
Hut the 
question naturally arises, what is the right 
to have the water of a stream flow past one's 
premises, undim inished in quantity and un­ 
impaired in quality, worth, flowing as they 
do in the southern part of the 1st ate be­ 
tween high banks and in deep channels, so 
that they do not, in their natural state, im ­ 
part fertility to the soil, and the desert ex­ 
tends to the narrow, low-lying m argins at 
the wafer’s edge; and the riparian pro­ 
prietor. if he benefits to an appreciable ex­ 
tent. m ust diver! the water far up the 
stream, m any miles above his land, unless 
lie is the owner o f a principality, in order 
to fertilize it and render it productive? 
The answer is seen, they suggest, in the 
fact th at no riparian proprietors—except 
these living lowest down on tlie streams, 
as in Tulare county, those owning the 
swamps where 
they 
sink and conic 
to an end, to which they have acquired 
title t'roiu the State in consideration of 
draining oil llie water—appear to value 
their rights as riparian proprietors ; they 
take sides with the irrigators, and make 
common cause with them . Several of the 
members of the Executive t 'ommitfee of 
the State Irrigation Convention, which 
framed the measures now before the Legis­ 
lature, are riparian proprietors, hut their 
lands are up the streams. The last men 
are the plaintiffs in all the suits now before 
the < ourts, and their claims, it is stated, are 
just as dam aging to their brother riparians 
above as to the irrigators, 
it is claimed 
that to them alone is the common law of 
benefit, and that the m an at the end of a 
stream in the southern part of the State 
would virtually own it, if the common law 
is established w ithout legislative enact­ 
ments in the mean time, sueli as are asked 
for. to prevent, and would have all the vast 
interests above at his mercy. W hatever 
tribute lie demanded would have to he 
handed over, a> his tiat w ould go forth that 
the water, precious as gold, must sink in 
his swamp or the .-anils above or flow into 
the ocean. 
It will he observed that the common law 
perm its the right of diversion of water to 
grow up and become established by prescrip­ 
tion. 
Hut Superior Courts of tlie southern 
counties have decided that the right to 
divert water cannot SO grow up. They say 
that the commencement of a claim of pre­ 
scriptive right can only date from the time 
that the riparian proprietor below tiled his 
complaint alleging damage. 
It is certainly in the interests of the peo­ 
ple oi the whole Stale that such measure- 
be passed during the present session of 
Legislature as shall settle these conflicting 
interest-, and in sneh m anner as to do least 
injury to any. and most good to all. 


!rrigation In v estig a tio n . 
The A ssem bh Committee on Irrigation 
met in the Assembly Chamber last even­ 
ing. Present—W alrath. Chairm an ; Messrs. 
Ash. Harnett. Heard, ‘'lark, DeWitt. Ed­ 
wards, Goueher. Reeves and Woodward. 
The memorial to the Governor by the 
Slate Irrigation Committee, which met at 
Fresno some tim e since, was tiled with the 
clerk. 
Mr. DeW itt moved that Assembly Hill 
\o . 410 be taken up, and that its passage 
be recommended without discussion. 
The Chair said he did not think it proper 
to cut off discussion on the m erits of the 
hills. 
Mr. Goueher said lie was tired of tlie 
lengthy discussions 
before 
committees. 
These hill- would he discussed at great 
length when they come before the House. 
He thought the best way was to report the 
hills hack with proper recommendations. 
The Chairman saiv! it was the first time 
he ever heard of a hill of seven sections 
being referred back to the House with a 
recommendation that it do pass, w ithout 
allowing any m em ber to ask a question re­ 
garding it or to discuss its merits in the 
least, 
Mr. DeW itt withdrew his motion and 
moved to go into executive session. Car­ 
ried. 
The hill was then read by sections, dis­ 
cussed and recommended back with but 
one little am endm ent. 
The bill, as amended, reads :

W ater falling in rain or snow may he re­ 
tained thereon hv dams, it describes how 
water can he diverted from running streams 
for irrigating purposes. Xo person lias a 
right to ¡1 wasteful use of water, either 
in its carriage or application to tlie soil.

is unlaw ful to carry to lands any water in 
excess of the necessary requirem ents of tlie 
lands under cultivation. 
Any person m ak­ 
ing sueli unlawful diversion shall be liable 
for all resulting damages at the suit of any 
person injured. 
The common waters of 
the State shall he subject tq distribution for 
use and consum ption in the following order 
of prio rity : 
I-'irst—To m unicipal corporations, for the 
purpose ol supplying cities and towns with 
pure water for domestic, sanitary, m uni­ 
cipal and urban purposes.

dim inish the volume of water required for 
actual use in the irrigation of agricultural 
lands in the arid portions of the State.
